pous way o: Worlhip, that there 
is not ſo much leſt in it, as its 
true Name; for tne Followers oft 
it ſcorn to call it after its Foun- 
ders Name, but ciſtinguith it from 
their tru Ancient Religion of Ma- 
bomet, by the name ot /alys U- 
niverlal Religion, 

Thoie Innovations were the 
Cauſe that a {cle&t number of the 
true Mabometans, (:cing ſo many 

Super-

Superſtitious Ceremonies daily in- 
troduc'd into the outward worlhip, 
and ſo much Idolatry 1n the Ef- 
ſential part of their Religion, and 
every Ape {till adding new Iaven- 
tions to that new ſuperſtructure, 
did withdraw themſelves trom thoſe 
ſo groſs and palpable Afﬀronts 
which were daily offer'd unto the 
Deity, by taking from the Crea- 
tor the Honour and Glory, which 
of all right and duz doth only, 
and wholly appertain to him, to 
give to his Creature; and tney 
worſhipped their God by them- 
ſelves, in Holineſs of ' Lite, and 
Purity of Doctrine, proteſting as 
g21N{t all thoſe Innovations which 
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were not wanting 1n all their Arts, 
to calt dirt on the true Mahome- 
tans; they prociaim'd thenrSchil- 
maticks, Hereticks, Doggs, and 
perſecuted them in all places with 
B 2 Fire 
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Fire and Sword, declaring that 


they deſerv'd a worſe Ulage yet, 
for baving ſeparated themſelves 
from the Body of the "Church ; 
while they themſelves were the 
perſons that had diſtanc'd them- 
ſelves, and fallen off from the 
true Mahometan Religion, by their 
mrodigious addition of new Inven- 
tions, not becoming any ſober, true 
Religion, while that thoſe which 
they ſo much calumniated, were 
the true Obſervers of the Maho- 
metan Religion, which they till 
follow'd, and had only ſeparated 
themſclves from the Innovations 
of the ZZaliſts, to avoid offering 
of thoſe great Injuries to their 
God, which fo Idolatrous a Guilt 
as the /7aliſts did praftice, would 
have obligd them to do. 

The Perfians, who had more 
generally embraced the corrupt 
Sect of H7aly than the Turks had, 
were more numerous and power-

Selim, the firſt Zarkiſh Emperor 
ol that Name, who had Married 
a Daughter ot a Per/ian Emperor, 
of the Sect of Haly, did dreadfully 
feel the c{l:&s of the Diviſions 
which thoſe wicked Mahometiſts 
had low'd among{t his People. For 
a CC: tain ſort ot. diſafteted Men 
to th! Government both in Church 
and State, under the pretence of 
Reformation in both, raisd Arms 
and Rebell'd againl: their lawtul 
Emperor, took him Priſoner, Mur- 
ther'd him, and choſe the Aga of 
the I nizarics to be their Pro-

the Szcond, Amurat and Oſman, to 
ve from their Cruelty into Per-

| folicitation of the Mahometiſts, to

Waics been brought up by Selim's 
particular Care in the Mahometan 
Religion, in which he himſclt had 
liv'd and dy d) to be brought over 
to her own Perſwaſion, which being 
come to Selim the Second's Knows 
ledge, hegort trom her his youngeſt 
Brother, which he ſecured under 
g00d hands,burt ſhe retain'd Amurat, 
which by that means was brought 
up in the Se:! of Ztaly. 

After the 7urks had livd ſome 
vears under divers ſorts of Gos+ 
veraments, {till tinding themſelves, 
as oft as they chang'd of Form of 
Government, after the Death of 
him they had choſe Protector, in 
a worle condition than they were 
under the Reigns of their lawful 
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Emperor, they recalled back 
Selim the Second from his Exile ; 
he and his two Brothers were re- 
ceivd by the whole Empire, with 
all the Expreſſions of Joy imagina- 
ble, he was ſcated on his Throne, 
Crown'd, and even Ador'd by his 
People, _ 

Of Truth, never was Prince, 
except his Father, Endow'd with ſo 
much Goodneſs and Mildneſs , 
mixt with Majeſty and Greatneſs of 
Soul. He had not been long re- 
eſtabliſhed in his Dominions, bur 
that, through the ſollicitation of 
his people, who earneſtly deſired 
to be govern'd by an Off-fpring of 
ſo good a Prince, he Marryed a 
Foreign Princeſs, of the ſame tem- 
per of mind as himſelf, though an 
Haliſt, by whom he had no 
Ifue. 1

in all his undertakings ; ſhe ſoon 
got ſo much the maſtery over Se- 
lim's Heart, that through her |

great Council did En:ct up n this 
great Deliverance, amongit which 
they would have made one, tiiat 
ſhould have excluded trom ſuccee- 
ding to the Throne, any Perions 
m1 that ſhould be of FZaly's Sc&t,though 
they were in all other re{pects qua- 
lifted, and known to be the un 
doubted Heir to the Empire. But 
Selim's tender Love and AfﬀicQion 
to his Brother Amurat, \\ outd ne- 
ver permit him to give his conſent 
to it, ſo that it was not done.

They had 
recourſe to another Stratagem, the 
ſame promiſes of greatneſs and 
glory in this world, and the next, 
which they had promiſed to him, 
they alſo aſſur'd to the Su/tana, that 
ſhe ſhould enjoy in ample manner, 
if ſhe did but plye Amurat at night, 
when they were in bed together, 
as they did all the day long, telling 
her on the other hand, that if ſhe 
was ſhack or remiſs in it, ſhe would 
not only loſe all thoſe Honours, 
that Happineſs and bliſs which 
was prepared for her, but incur 

by her neglect eternal Miſery. 
To what height will not a blind 
Zeal be ſcrew'd up, by ſuch fair 
promiſes on the one hand, and the 
terror of ſuch dreadtul puniſhments 
on the other! No wonder then, 
if that the Su/rana's good, mild, and 
affable 


(98) 
affable diſpoſition, which ſhe had 
alwaics ſhewn before ſhe was Em+ 
preſs, did change into a moroſe 
temper, and into a moſt violent 
averſion againſt all thoſe that were 
not of Haly's Set : She aflurd 
Haly's Prieſts, that ſhe ſhould net 
loſe all thoſe glories, which had 
been promiſed her, by any nep- 
le in the performance of what was 
required of her ; Of eruth, the fo 
ply'd Amurat by night, and the 
Haliſts by day, that the worſt of 
his Subjects or Slaves, was happy 
in compariſon to him ; at bed, at 
Table, at Council, at his Recres 
tions, and Divertions, nay even at 
his Devotion, and greateſt Retire- 
ments, he was ſo perpetually haun- 
t2d and bated by thoſe Welves 1n 
Sheeps cloathings, that he divers 
times Wiſh'd himſelf in the ſame 
Station that he had formerly been, 
provided he might but enjoy allo 
that tranquility of Mind and Spictt 
which he then poſlcſs'd. Who 
could 
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could reſiſt, to ſo many redoubled, 
nay rather to ſuch a continu'd at 
fault2 For his own cale and quiet, 
and that he might bur enjoy that 
content and quiet, which the mea- 
neſt of his Servaais pulicl.d, he 
was forc'd to yield to the Zal:/t's 
perpetual ſolicitations, he prom:s'd 
todo all that they would, and -to 
root out of his Dominions the Ma- 
hometan Rel:givn, to eſtabliſh in 
lieu of it, therein, the Se of Zaly, 
to change and alter the Laws which 
had been from. time to time made 
aainſt that Set, and to mike new 
Laws, or that he would dye1n the 

attempt, 
from the moment that the Z7a- 
lift's had got that aſſurance from 
him, they gave hin liberty to 
breathe again. Preſently was Cha» 
Abbas acquainted with the good ſuc- 
cels of the /Zal;/ts, and great joy 
was expreiied at it tlirough all 
Perſia. But t!''5s wasnot all, there 
was {till more to be done; they had 
F 2 gt 
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got but one point yet, the preſent 
eſtabliſhment of ZZaly'sScCt, but how 
that ſhould be ſecur'd for the tuture, 
was now the buſineſs in hand. New 
Orders were therefore ſent from 
Perſia, that the Prieſts of Zah 
ſhould immediately enter upon 
that work, that a Succeſſour of the 
ſame Se& ſhould be procurd, and 
ſecur'd, to ſupply Amurat's place 
after his Death, for fear of a relaps 
of the whole Empire, into the 
Religion of Mahomet again ; and 
preſently the whole Crew fell to 
work: Divers ways were propos'd, 
too long here to be repeated, my 
Memoires mention only two of 
the moſt eminent, which were moſt 
inſiſted upon. The firſt was, that 
the Bodies of Amurat and of his Su 
tana, ſhould be ſo prepar'd and 
order'd by Medicines, as that the 
Su/taxa might bring forth a vige 
rous young Prince, to live, to be 
brought up in the Se of Hah, 


and to be Succceflor to m__ 
A 
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All thoſe means were us'd, but to no- 
purpoſe ; this ſtubborn refuſal of 
Nature, not to comply with the 
deſires of ſuch perſons, as uſe to 
overcome all obſtacles, in lieu of 
teaching them that 4/a was above 
all their deſigns, did but enrage 
them the more, and make them the 
more earneſtly bent upon their 
wicked enterpriſes. A Succeſlour 
was to be produc'd, that ſhould be 
of the Set of /Zaly, and that ſhould 
ſtep in berwixt the Heir apparenc 
to the Ortoman Empire and 1t, be- 
cauſe that the right Heir was of 
the Mahometan Religion, and conſe- 
quently unfit for their purpoſes, 
wherefore no means were to be left 
unſought after, no ways untry'd, 
and no deſigns unattempted , that 
could conduce to the work in hand. 
They therefore concluded to try 
what Prayers, Pilgrimages, and 
Otterings would do. The thing 
was propos'd to the Emperor and 
the Sultana, and in ſhort agreed 
F 3 upon, 
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upon, and the day prefix'd for the 
ſetting forth of the Court, that 
all things might be 1n a readineſs a- 
ganſt une appointed time, yet ſtill Y,: 
delay'd trom time to t1ine by the lk 
Sultana. and the Emperor's orders, ft} 

Amongſt the Pricſts of dah lg 
was reckon'd in the firſt rank this Yp 
Repſcr, which I have before men- Ei 
ron d, to be employ 'd in acmint- if 
ſtring of Conſolations to the af. 
fitted Roxa2ns, Not that he was 
more Learned, or endowed with 
greater Gitts, or of a more Pious, 
Religious, and Sober Life than 0- 
thers, but that through his Cratty 
Inſinuations, and Indetatigable Ap- 
plication and- Attendance, he had 
got firſt the Su!tana's good opini- 
on, and by her. means and recom- 
mendations, had rendred himfelt 
Maſter of his Maſter, the Empe- 
rour : He had his Ear as well as 
his Heart, ſo that he did order and 
diſpoſe of all places of Authority 
and Truſt: He was of all the 
Coun» 
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zuncils, even to the moſt ſecret 
ad particular: In a word, he was be- 
come the Dominus fac totum, Tius 
acquired him agreat Repute,Eſteem, 
Reſpt, and even Fear ; for thoſe 
that had no occalion of his Services, 
did tcar his Frowns, on which de- 
pended their Ruine, as their Eſtab- 
lihment on his Saules and Conde- 
(centions. 

This Creature, of mean, obſcure 
Extraction, of as mean a mercena- 
ry Soul,and of vitiated Principles,in 
tae Station he was got, was the 
Primam mobile, or great Wheel, 
which ſet the whole Machine of «he 
Haliſts to work in the O:toman Em- 
pire; he had acceſs to the Empe- 
rour and to the Sultana at all times, 
at all hours of the day and night, 
even when they were 1n their pri- 
vateſt retirements : He had fince 
lis greatneſs at Court ſhaken off 
the Rags of Monaſteries, and had 
lick'd himſelf from a ſhapeleſs Cub, 
lato a ſpruce Courtier, The Court 

F 4 was 
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was then replenilt'd with Ladies, 
whoſe Beauties might compare 
with thoſe of all the other Courts in 
the World, But the Su/rana did 
tarniſh them all, and forc'd them 
tacitely to conteſs, that ſhe alone 
eclipſed their Luſtre, The Sul 
tana had her Diverſions amongf 
thoſe Ladies which compos'd her 
Court ; and their Beauties did at- 
tra&t to them from all parts of the 
Empire divers Adorers of the ©- 
ther Sex. But till our Mufti not- 
withſtanding his multiplicity of Bu- 
ſineſs elſewhere, would make one; 
heeawas always amongſt the Ladies, 
and it was thought that thoſe 
hours which he was to have em- 
ployed in Private and Publick Pray: 
ers, and in other Devotions, he 
ſpent in his converſation with the 
Female Sex; being led thereunto by 
that moſt powerful Magnet, his ne 


tural inclination: He had not been 
fatished with thoſe private Stealths! 


which he made on particular Per- 
ſons 


ſons Wives and Daughters, under 
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the Authority and Power of his 
Fun&tion ; but his Ambition and 
Luſt ſtill encrealing, as did his 
Fortune and Credit, he reſolved to 
look higher, and to atternpr the 
higheſt piece of Villany, and Im- 
pudence, under the Cloak of his 
Religion, and the deſign of pro 
pagating of it, as could be imagined. 
The Su/tana, according to divers 
occurrences, had given our Mutt 
not only a tree acceſs into her 
greateſt retirements, but in diver- 
ſion had been more free with him 
in her Speeches and in Carriage 
than with others ; her Beauty and 
this Freedom, which he thought 
his good Meen and Deſerts had ac- 
quired him, did fo puft up his mind, 
thar he thought it no difficult thing 
to ingratiate himſelt into the Su/- 
tana's Aﬀetions : this impudent 
conceit of his (I can term it no 
better) did ſet all his Wits to work 
to accompliſh- his end ;. to. which 
E 5, Pur- 
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purpoſe, he did watch but for an 
opportunity of privately deliver- 
Ing to the S«/7zva what he had to 
lay without interruption. 

He was not long without one; 
the Su/tana being one day ſome. 
what indiſpos'd, was retired into 
her Cloſet, with order that ſhe 
would not be diſturbed by any 
body. Our Mufti, who was a 
ways on the watch himſelf, be- 
ſides the Spies he employed, had 
toon an intelligence of it; hel 
dreſs'd himſelf with all the ad: 
vantage imaginable, ſet himſelt up 
in the Glaſs, pertum'd himfelt, in 
tine, he was fitted as a Bridegroom 
on his Wedding day ; in this 
equipage he preſents himſelt to 
the Sultana's Cloſet door, and be 
ing deny'd entrance, he took it 
ia ſuch ſcorn and contempt, that 
be ſtay'd not a ſecond repulſe, but 
turning the Lock, entred of his 
own accord, and boldly intrudes 
upon the Sy/zazz, who was look- 


ing 
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ng over of ſome Papers ; he comes 
p to her briskly, and making a 
profound. reverence, Madam, laid 
he, your Servant would have deny'd 
me entrance to you, The Sultana, 
who was amazd to fee him fo 
gay, ſo brisk, and fo much more 
confident than uſually, though he 
never wanted any, looking upon 
him, as ſomewhat ſur orizu, told 
him, That the Servan* h:d4 done 
wthivs but what he had in charge, 
w that ſhe being indiſpos d , fhe 
bad reiir'd with a deſign not to be 
diſturl/d, But farce that he tw13is come, 
e bid him to tell her what he had 
to ſay. Midam, ſaid he, 7 am /ore 
yl have thus intruded on YOhT pris 
vacy ; and the bufineſs I come about 
requires a lons diſcourſe, with a great 
deal of attention : I think it will be 
beſt for me to defer the opening of 
it to another time, and at pre ent 
to retire, If the buſmneſs is not of 
WH) a@ nature as 70 lend fewel to a 
certain Melancholy which bas (eiz'd 


me 
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me at preſent; I ſhould rather chuſe 
this trme than any other, to hear 
what you have to ſay, reply'd the 
Sultana: It may afford me ſome 4; 
verſion; and as things are order 
on other accounts, you may not be 
difturb'd in the relation : Plice you 
ſelf at eaſe, and let me hear what 
you would ſay. 

This good beginning did till 
inſpire our Mufti more and more 
with Hope and Joy, which was 
ſo great that it diſcover'd it cl! 
upon his Face, in his Eyes, and 
in all his Actions; having fitted 
himſelf for ro deliver his Speect 
he thus began ; 

It cannot be unknown to you 
Madam, how inſtrumental I have 
been, through the alliſtance 
Heaven, in bringing about rhe 
great work of extirpating of He 
reſie out of this Empire, and of 
ſertling in it the Religion of out 
Great Prophet Hal: Since thatit 
has reach d the great Hufti's Ears 
WI 
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who upon that information, has 
Commutſſionated me to go on with 
that work ſo well begun, and tv 
finiſh it, according as I ſhall find 
occaſions to att. You alſo know, 
Midam, with how little ſucceſs all 
Phy ſical mcans have been uſed, 
both as to your perſon and to the' 
Emperor's ; fo that all helps are laid 
alide ot having a young Succeſſor 
from his Lovns. I am not of your 
Opinion, replyed the Sultana, and 
I beheve that the defect lyes more 
in me than in the Emperor, for 
though I ſeem not to ſee, that I 
might not 1n the leaſt check his 
pleaſures, I know very well, that of 
late he has had a Child by one of 
his Miſtreſſes. Madam, replyed our 
Muti, you know not the Wiles 
and Artifices of thoſe k.nd ol Crea- 
tures, they value not who gets 
their Children, they adopt cacm 
to what Father they think are 
moſt proper to own them, it is 
luthicient only that they have once 


crjoyed 
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enjoyed the man; to perſwade him, 
nay convince him, that he is the 
true and right Father of the Child 
they go with; they go yet further, 
Madam, according to the perſons 
inclinations, to one Sex more than 
another, the Child ſhall be right 
or wrong of that very Sex; or there 
ſhall be no child in the whole Em- 
pire of that Sex, to make a change 
with. I cannot think however, but 
that I am more in the fault than 
Amurat,replyed the Sultana, | am apt 
to believe that a certaindecay which 
teel in me, is the cauſe of my 
aving no Children ot lace, where» 
fore I am deſirous to try, what the 
Heavens will do, being ſolicited to 
that purpoſe, by thoſe Holy Pray- 
ers, Pilgrimages, and Offerings, 
which you your felt have propo- 
ſed, and that have been reſolved 
upon both by the Emperor and 
the whole Court, and it 15 no littic 
wonder to me to find you ſo ſooo, 
12 fa contrary a mind. Afadam 
replyed 


LS 
replyed the Mufti, / muſt deal 
plainly with you, T have not, I cons 
feſs, all the faith that might be 
imagind in thoſe things ; of truth, 
they are good and neceſſary, pious 
frauds, to amuſe the Vulgar withal, 
and to work divers good and Reli- 
gious ends ; and it is to that purpoſe 
only, that we have now deſigned them, 
to pleaſe and blind the people, and 
to exalt our Religion, with which 
none can compare for contriving of 
Miracles, of which that of your pro- 
ving with Child preſently upon the 
return from the Pilgrimage, however 
otherways the Child were got, would 
be none of the leaſt, but to the purpoſe. 
Madam, give me leave to tell you, 
Therefore that what I now propaſe, ts 
not in the leaſt to put off the Pilgri- 
m4ge,on the contrary, it is to the ſame 
end, I have read ſomething of Phy- 
fick, have ſeen ſome operations, and 
diſſeltions, aud I am ſufficiently 
verſed in thoſe Arts, to be bold e>

dam. Flow can we be ſure of that 
replyed the Sultana 2 How, Madam: 
anſwered he again, if y'u made uſe 
of any other perſon than the Empe.

T ſhould joon draw tbe Stakes. Toy 
ſpeak of things that cannot ve, replyed 
the yulrani. That cannot be, Ma 
dam, replyed the Mutti, ſay rather, 
Madam, that you will not admit to 
be? Is it not my Duty not to admit 
of any ſuch thing 2 ſaid ſhe haſtily, 
railing her voice, Tes, Madam, (aid 
the Mufti, according to the coms 
mon Rules; but, Madam, whe; the 
welfare of Fmyires, the extirpaiting 
of Ferefres, the eſtabliſhing of true 
Religion call for our Aſſiſtances, all 
thoſe little particular Rules ceaſe, 
they are overrul'd by an higher pow- 
er, and in the very defign and inten- 
tion of eſtabliſhing of Religion, all 
theſe ſmall tyes upon our Duties, va- 


wiſh into Air ; nothing can be too go0d, 
700 
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too great, nor to0 holy, mot to be ſas 
crificed r0 ſo laudable and ſo p1ous a 
work, That great and general Duty, 
ſwailows up, and diſpences with all 
thoſe little ones, which at other times 
are in force ; all muſt yield to that 
reat work ; and that which at any 
other time would appear unjuſt Or WH 
lawful, becomes the moſt juſt, lawful, 
and neceſſary good that can be done, 
when it is for the good of the Church. 
This Dottrine is ſo new to me, anſwe- 
red the Sultana, that I am more ſur- 
priz d at, than edified by it. This, 
Madam, I have foreſeen, ſaid the Muf- 
ti, and it is for that reaſon, that I 
did chuſe this opportunity, in which,

Let me further tell you, Madam, con- 
tinued he, that this is not the firſt 
time, ſuch things have been atled, 
ſtill to a good end, though never none 
to ſo great and pious an end as tis, 
It was but inthe laſt Age, that a 
Neighbouring Empire to this, bad 
fallen into the hands of its Enemies, 
bad not a Multi been employed to 
get an Fear unto it ; of truth, Ma- 
dam, there are no fitter perſons in the 
World than thoſe of the Clergy, for 
ſuch works, in divers reſpefls ; and 
eſpectally, Twould adviſe you, Madam! 
, to employ in this, one whoſe fidelity, 
/  ?ruft, and fore-knowledge and pre-in- 
gazements in this our great work, is 
throughly known to you, that you may 
eaſily gain to you, without making any 
more

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more perſons privy to thoſe Myfteries, 
and great Arcanas of States ; for in 
theſe Caſes,it is moſt certain, that the 
fewer are employed, the more ſecure 
the buſineſs is from diſcovery. Here 
the Mufti made a full ſtop, not 
daring to diſcover his intention 
more plainly, (though he had ſaid 
enough already ) till he heard how 
the Sultana did reſent it ; and per- 
cziving, that inſtead of giving bin 
ſome anſwer, ſhe buſied her ſelf in 

ſing of the papers that were 
before her. This ſlight did fo of- 
fend him, that, he could not for- 
bear ſaying, / am ſorry Madam, that 

IT, who have already done ſo much for 
your ſervice, and that of the Church,

Though our Mufti had a months 
mind to have ſtay'd lo:iger, and to 
have ventured a little 'urcher, in 
pointing at the moſt proper perſon 
for the work, which he tancyed 
to be himfelt, this unexpected an- 
ſwer from the S«/rina with her 
haſty riſing up, did force him to 
a decent retreat, which he did with- 
' © out anſwering one word more, af- 
"f ter he had made a profound Reve- 
rence. 

The Mufti beinggone,the Sultana 
reſeated her ſelf, and doubtleſs made 
many and great refl« tions on things 
propos d to her, by a Mufti too, 
which were ſo oppoſite to her 
Principles and Inclinations ; after 
which,

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No ſooner did the Mufti read 
that note, bur he preſently got up, 
though it was ſo carly,and he began 
hisCertificate, whichwas,that having 
been at the Council till paſt twelve 
of the Clock, he had trom thence 
gone home,from whence he had not 
ſince ſtirr'd out. This was {ign'd by all 
his Servants. Of truth there was but 
one, who knew of his going out, 
who was hisConfident,the othersbe- 
lieving really that he had not been 
out that night.

off her Finger ; nothing did trou- 
ble him in all this buſineſs, but 
the loſs of his Scimiter, which he

as a Viſion; and had ſhe not found 
in her ſelf ſo great a change, which 
of neceſſity did perſwade her that 
there was but too much reality in 
the caſe, all had paſsd with her for 
a Dream.

cellors hands, which would of ne-

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cellity have riſen up in judgment 
againſt him, and have declard him 
2 perſon not fit to live. 

Thus was Roxana {till in - the 
dark, as to the knowledge of her 
Raviſher ; but though the found 
that the Muftz was not the imme- 
diate Perſon, the ſuſpeRed that it 
was his, and his Siſter's contrivance 
and delign, but that by ſome 
ſtrange accident ſome other per- 
ſon had made uſe of an opportu- 
nity which Fortune had preſented 
to them. She enquird what was

her to retire ; ſhe lock'd her elf 
in, and left no corner unſearch'd, 
both for the Ring, and the Scimi- 
ter's Scabbard, but to no purpoſe; 
ſhe then conſidered how all things 
lay in that Chamber, the great 
diſorder the bed-cloths were in; 
and prying a lutle further, ſhe

Roxana having made thoſe, and 
divers other reflections, ſhe re.

they thought it not time yer to 
ſhew the leaſt ſign of their know- 
kdge ; that did fo perſwade the 7a» 
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liſts, that they were poſleſt with a 
Spiritof ſtupidity ,and that they were 
wholly deprivd of all Senſe and 
torclight ot cir Miſery at hand, 
that they ſet the leſs guard on their 
Attions, and acted to viſibly their 
wicked Deſigns, that they became 
obvious to the very Vulgar Eyes. 
But amonglt all thoſe rejoycings, 
care was taken to diſtance trom 
Conſtantinople, all ſuch Perlons as 
were to be concernd in prying 
more narrowly into the Birth ot 
the Pretended Child, than were 
conliltent with the Za/iſts Deſigns. 
Wheretore ſome were confin'd to 
their Country Houſes ; ſome few, 
who had yer ſome Governments 
of Provinces, were charg'd not to 
ſtir from thence without ſpecial or- 
ders from the Emperor; others 
were ſent in Embaſly. Amurat's 
youngeſt Daughter was ſent by the 
forc'd Advice ot her Phyſicians, to 
ſome Baths of warm Waters, at a 
great diſtance trom Conſtantinople, 
In 
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in order to recover that health, 
of which ſhe found no want. In fine, 
all but the Mufties of the true 
Mahometan Religon, were dilpers'd 
far enough trom oticring to prye 
;nto the grand Secrets ot the Court, 
But thole Muftzes wer? to be dif- 
pos d of alſo: Our Mufrr was em- 
ploy'd particularly in that work, 
he invented a Paper, which he caus'd 
Amurat to proclaim, was his plea- 
ſure, ſhould be read in all the Moſ- 
quees in his Dominions, Whluch was 
lo much againſt the tormal Laws 
of the Empire, and ot ſuch dan- 
gerous Conſequences to the true 
Mahometan Religion, that the Muf- 
ties unanimoully declin'd the read- 
ing of them, in their reſpeCtive 
Moſquees, only ſome tew that were 
Temporiſers, did ſacrifice to their 
Intereſt and Ambition, the true 
Dictates of their own Conſciences. 

This was ſufficient matter to 
bring thoſe refuſing Mufties into 
Examination, they were examin'd 


betore 
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before Amurat, and notwithſtan. 
ding all that they did alledge of 
juſt and honeſt, in vindication of 
their Innocence from the aſperſion 
of Diſobedience, and Rebellion, with 
whioh they were charg'd, they 
were all ſent Priſoners to the 7ower 
of the Dardanelles. | 

As this Confinement of the Muf- 
tres did highly rejoice the Halifts, 
which did all conclude from thence, 
a ſudden fall of the Mahometan Re- 
ligion, to the Elevation of theirs, 
ſo it did raiſe ſuch tears and appre- 
henſions in the true Mahomeriſts, 
that they began to provide with 
more vigour than ever, though un- 
derhand, againſt the Fatal ſtroke, 
which was ready to fall upon their 
Religion, Rights, and Lives, They 
fent Meſſengers to Prince So/ymay, 
to intreat him to be in a readineſs 
to defend his owu Right, and the 
Laws of the Empire. He hearken'd 
to their advices, and made Prepa- 
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of his own Religion, and to free 
them from — ſlavery. Thus 
were all Parties buſie in ſupporting 
and promoting their own intereſt, 
by all means imaginable. The one 
putt up with great hopes, andthe 
other as much abaſed with fears 
and apprehenfions,

Our Mufti was not fatisficd with 
applauding himſelf, with his late 
invention, wherewith he had en- 
trapp'd his great Enemies, the 
Mufties of the true Mahometan Re- 
ligion ( as he deem'd them ) but 
he would be prais'd for it likewiſe 
by all his Party, not ſparing 4- 
murat and the Sultana from ac- 
knowledging his Subtilty 1a the 
managing of that branch of the 
great work, To this purpole he 
went to pay his devoirs to the 
Sultana, who he had not ſeen ſince 
that great Exploit: She fail'd not 
to magnifie his ingenuity, and 
to praiſe his indefatigable In- 
duſtry in the propagation of - 
Faith; 
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Faith : afrer which falling on par- 
ticular diſcourſes, the Sx/tana ask'd 
him what was become of Roxana 
and her Mother ? ſaying thar the 
had not ſeen them. nor heard of 
them ſince her return, and that 
ſhe had expected a congratulatory 
viſit from them for her great bel- 
ly.

This 7s very ul 
for poor Roxana, ſaid the Su/tang, 
the rather, becauſe that there js 
no means left to know her Rawviſher, 
who, though I do not believe to be 
defignedly ſo, yet deſery'd ſome pur 
wiſhment, for uſing ſo ill the oppor. 
tunity which he had of ſerving 
poor Roxana in a nobler way ; at 
leaſt, if he were a perſon ſutable to 
her rank, he ſhould be compell'd to 
marry her, or 1 ſhould loſe my In- 
tereſt with Amurat.

was ſo great, and ſo curiouſly 
contrivd, that it ſeem'd as if 
thoſe Fuſees of which it was com- 
pos'd, were flying up, with a de- 
fign to conſume the Region of 
Fire, to burſt in picces the Thun: 
derbolts, to fire Lightning, and to 
allarm the very Stars. Preſently 
were ſeen Ambaſſadours from all 
parts, amongſt which, one from 
Cha- Abas was not the laſt to com:

But. now that ſo much of the 
great work was done ; that whict 
remained yet undone, was to be 
thought of.

fr'd to remain conceal'd, he ſhew'd 
her to the beſt Cabbin, without 
any further inquiry who this per- 
ſon ſhould be ; and of truth, 
there was no body there that could 
inform him: for at Roxana's de 
parture from Conſtantinople, all her 
own Servants had been diſcharg'd, 
and new ones, Which ſhe had ne- 
ver ſcen before, were appointed to 
wait on her that Journey. 

Thus was poor, unfortunate 
Roxana doom'd to death, and ſent 
to it by him who had been the 
chief cauſe of her greateſt ſorrow.

Ulurpations, Preaches of Treaties 
Treacheries upon the Territories 
of thole Neighbouring Princes 
that were at Peace with him, 
which made the Grand Mut; 
himſelf to be affronted by him, 
by which doings he has now 
drawn upon him the hatred of 
all Princes, who have all joyn'd 
againſt him that will not hear of 
2ny Terms of Accommodation ; 
who have obligd the Grand Mufti 
not to protect him, but to aban- 
don him to the juſt Revenge of 
all thoſe Princes whom he has fo 
highly offended, and that even 
will not aſſiſt Amura? in the leaſt 
in the recovery of his loſt Em- 
pire , becauſe it has happen 
through his following the evi 
Covinſels of the Per/tan Empe- 
rour , though he is fo great 2 
Preſelyte to the Religion of 7ahy, 
of which moſt of thoſe Confede- 


rate Princes againſt Cha-abas are 
Pro-

Profeſſors, Thus have the Maho- 
meti/ts, under pretence of Friend- 
ſhip to Perſra, work d thoſe Ends, 
and brought about thoſe purpoſes 
for the advantage of Pe/mna, which 
they could not compaſs by open 
force, and PUT the Fe/mans by 
their entring into the Contedera- 
cy, in a Capacity of not only re- 
covering ſuddenly all that Cha-abas 
has at ſeveral times baſcly ſtoln 
from them, but 1n ſharing alſo in 
that ſpoil which is intended of the 
whole Per/1an Empire. I hope the 
Reader will pardon this Digrelli- 
on, on condition that I will not 
trouble him with agy more. And 
now Ireturn to ny Subject again. 


Cha-abas having gone fo far in 
is Deign againſt the Ortomar 
Empire, as to cauſe Amurar tO 
deiert ir, though his Dzſigns were 
heſt quite different from what had 
append, h2 deſign'd farther to 

By make

make uſe of Amurat's Deſertion 
of his Empire, to his particular 
advantage, which could not be 
done, without cauſing Amurat to 
change the Reſolution which his 
g00d Nature had promp d him to, 
ot retiring trom the World into 
ſome Religious Place, there toend 
his days in Devotions. To this 
purpoſe Cha-abas gave Orders, 
That all perſons , from the high- 
eſt to the loweſt, in his Domini- 
ons, thould give the fame reſpe&t 
to Amurat and to his Sultana, as 
they us'd to ſhew to himfclt; 
He causd them to be bravely 
and magnificently entertaind in 
all places they paſsd through, 
made his own Guards to attend 
them, and ſent his own Chariots 
to bring them to a magnificent Pa- 
lace which he had causd to be 
richly furniſh'd, and adornd with 
all n-ccifary things for their Re- 
ception, and went fome part - 
the 
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Con ] 
the way himſelf to receive them, 
with all the Demonſtrations of 
Sorrow imaginable , and all the 
Aſſurances of Friendſhip, Aid and 
Aſſiſtance that could be expected ; 


proteſting, That notwithſtanding 


all thoſe tormidable enemies which 
he had at that time on his hands, 
he would re-ſeat 4marat on his 
Throne; and that he would beg 
for Peace on his bare Knces of his 
enemies, rather than not purſue 


-the deſtruction of the Mahometar 


Religion, Which he was rclolvd to 
accompliſh, happen what would, 
and to make Amurart a more plo- 
rious and ablolute Prince in the 
Ottoman Empire than ever any of 
his Predecefiors had been. 

Thus did that Vain Man, that 
Monſter of Pride, Cruelty, and 
Ambition, dominecr and huft, 
when he knew not which way to 
turn himſelf, before the Conftede- 


rate Princes, who were all rcfolv'd 
to 


BS: 
to pull down his Pride, and to 
take from him at once all thoſe 
places, and whole Provinces which 
by fraud and deceit he had at di- 
vers times encroached and {toln 
from them. He had firſt rric4 all 
means imaginable, and hag apply'd 
himſelf ro the Grand Mufti, and 
to the Emperour of Myrgena, 
with promiles to reſtore all that 
he had gained from them ; but 
they told him, that they knew 
him too well to truſt any longer 
to his Word, which he had never 
kept. So that finding that that 
would not do, he had pr op0s d 
ro beg thoſe Princes Pardon which 
he had offended, and to make ful! 
reſtitution of all that he had pol- 
ſeſt himſelf of theirs, with an af- 
ſurance, that he would ſubmit to 
all that they ſhould pleaſe to im- 
poſe upon him, provided, they 
would but withdraw their Forces 
from falling upophim, till he had

xccompliſh'd that great Deſign he 
had fo well begun, of totally 
rooting out the true Mahometan 
Religion : But thoſe Confederate 
Princes know1ng, that all that he 
ſaid, was but to divert them from 
taking revenge of all his perfidi- 
ous dealings againſt them ; and 
that at the very time that he fo 
earneſtly beggd for a Peace, he 
was animating and tomenting the 
Heathens, to continuing a War a- 
painſt the Mahometiſts ; they 
therctore gave no car to any 
thing he ſaid, but went on fill 
with their preparations of War 
oainſt him, with all the vigour 
imaginable. 

This made Cha-abas to look out 
for a place of Retrcat in-time, in 
caſe he ſhould be driven out of his 
own Empire ; but he did it with 
that ſame Pride and Oſtentation 
which uſually accompanies all his 


Actions, He caſt his cye on the 
Ifland

murat, and which {till held out 
for him, all the Natives of that 
Kingdom being Haliſts, and go. 
vernd by Clorinet, who was a 
great Haliſt allo, and who had 
been plac'd in that ſtation by 4- 
muratr. 

Atter then that he had brought 
Amurat and his Sa«itana to that 
Palace which he had appointed for 
them, and ſettled an Allowance 
for their Maintenance ſuitable to 
their Greatneſs, he began to con- 
ſider which way to begin, and in 
what proper Terms to propoſe to 
Amurat , 10 that he@mighy not 
find out his drift, the reQMtton 
of Clonſtad and of Albiona to 
him ; but Amarat was not long 
without giving him himſelf a fair 
opportunity ot declaring his Mind; 
for he being ſtill dejected and un- 
conlolable, tor the loſs of the Love 
of his Subjects, without which « 
nat

had no proſpe& of ever recovers 
ing his Right again, did ſtill pur- 
ſue the Deſign which he had ta- 
ken, of leaving the World, and 
of retiring into ſome Religious 
Houſe, where to end his days in 
peace and quietneſs, and mentt- 
on'd his Deſign to Cha-abas, There 
needed no more to ſet the Perſian 
Emperour on , this was matter 
ſufficient for him to work upon: 
He repreſented to Amwurat, that 
that would tarniſh the Glory of 
all his former Actions ; it would 
p1ve occaſion to the World to cen- 
lure him, and to future Ages to 


entepain ap very ill Opinion of 
V. added, That he himſfelt 


him 
was ſo highly concernd in the 
whole Buſineſs, that it would 
preatly tarniſh thar Glory which 
the Juſtice of his Cauſe, and the 
good ſucceſs of his Arms had ac- 
quired him, if he did not re-cſta- 
blith Amurat on his Throne, and 

totally

totally root out of all his Domi- 
nions the Mahomeran Relig on, as 
he had already done out of his 
own Empire, and would do out 
of the whole World, before he 
would be quict : That a War 
which was founded on Religion, 
and the extirpation of Hereſics, 
as his was, was not to be left 
undone, being of quite another 
Nature than thoſe Wars which are 
made on the account of ſecuring 
ones Right, enlarging of ones 
Dominions, increaſing of ones 
Glory, and the like ; That who- 
ſoever once ſet his his Hand to 
that Plough, wherein Religion was 
concernd, was not to lookyback, 
but to go forwards, over all the 
Hazards and Difhculties imagina- 
ble, being confident , that the 
more perillous, the, more glorious 
the Achievement of the thing 
would be; that he was ready to 
afſiſt him with Men, Arms, Am- 
mMunition 
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munition and Money , with Vel- 
ſels to tranſport them over into 
Leridan, where he thought it the 
moſt convenient to begin, by the 
total ſuppretſion of all his Maho- 
metan Subjeas , through the aid 
and afhiſtance of thoſe Forces 
which were all Aalits, under 
the Conduct of his Licutenant 
Clorinet, In fine, he laid ſo much 
to Amurat, and did ſo ſubtly dif- 
puiſe his Deſigns to him, under 
the Veil of Religion, that though 
he did not abſolutely yield to his 
Reaſons, yet he had nothing to 
lay for himſelf, but that he would 
conſider of it, and give Cha-aba 
an Anſwer in aday or two. 
Cha-atas finding that Amurat 
began to ſhake in the handle, 
thought of making uſe of that o- 
ther means. which had ſuccceded 
ſo well before, which was, in put- 
ling the Sultana on following cloſe 
by Night thoſe Leſſons which he 
and

and the Mufties of his Party did 
continually buz in Amwrat's Ears 
all the Day long; which made 
Amurat to believe himſelf in a 
Worſe condition thanever; and of 
truth, meerly to rid himſelt of 
that continual trouble that he ſaw 
himfelf expoſed unto, by thofe 
perpetual Tongue-Batteries, Cil- 
charg'd againſt his Conſtancy and 
Reſolutions , he yielded to thar 
Efforts, and began to capitulate 
With Cha-abas 2bout the Buirneſs. 
Cha-abas told him, that he had no 
Other end in it, than the re-eſt+: 
bliſhing of him on his Throne 4- 
gain, and, all under one, toextif- 
*pate Hereſie : But that becauſe A- 
murat had been fo unſucceſsful in 
his former Deſigns, for want 0! 
good Counſellors and Officers, to 
perform and execute thoſe Re(olus 
tions that the Councils haq taken, 
he did think it not only conve- 
nient, but very neceſſary to pure 
um

him ſuch a Counſellor as they 
might both truſt in for Fidelity 
and Condutt ; that to avoid all 
occaſion of Murmurs amongſt his 
Subjets, who would all expect 
Relicf from the Monies which he 
ſhould tranſport with him, there 
ſhould go along with him a Per- 
fan Treaſurer , that ſhould have 
the whole and ſole diſpoſal of 
his Treaſure; and that neither of 
his Subjes, either F7al;/ts or Ma- 
hometans , that were Officers , 
ſhould envy one another, (for 
thoſe laſt were to be a little while 
longer conſider'd) he would ſend 
allo fome Per(14» Officers to be put 
In all ſtrong places to command 
the Army, and to govern the 
Military Aﬀairs, as occaſions 
ſhould ſerve : So that Amurat 
ſhould have nothing to do, but 
to countenance the whole proceed» 
Ing, as being made in his Name, 
and on his Account, till the Buft- 
neſs 


( 20 ) 
neſs was ended ; and that then he 
ſhould take upon him again the 
whole management of Afﬀairs 
and Rule as Emperour there; 
and recover , through Cha-alas 
continued alliſtance, the rcit of his 
Joſt Empire. 

All theſe ſugard Bates did 4- 
murat (wallow down, with the 
greateſt ſecurity that could be, 
not ſo much as once doubting in 
the leaſt, but that all that Cha- 
abas (aid, was real and ſincere: He 
therefore reſolv'd once again to 
launch himſelf into the World, 
and through Cha-abas kind aſſi- 
ſtance, go and recover his loſt 
Empire. Amurat having taken 
this Reſolution , and having paſt 
his Word to Cha-abas of being 
wholly and abſolutely governd 
by him, to ſee whether that 
would alter the ill ſucceſs which 
he had had hitherto in all his 
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lick Rejoycings at it ; Amurat 
had Liberty to breathe again, and 
was no longer tormented with the 
continual Alarms which he re- 
ceiv'd Day ind Night from thoſe 
whom Cha-abas had appointed to 
torment him. But there happen'd 
another Obſtacle, which was to 
be removd, as a great Impedi- 
ment to Cha-abas other Deſigns : 
$9 far he had conſulted but his 
own Pride and Ambition ; but 
Love claim'd a ſhare in his Bo- 
ſome alſo, and the Sultana's 
Charms had already made fo 
deep an imprefſicn in his heart, 
that it was impoſſible for him 
to yield to thoſe earneſt Intrea 
ties and Prayers which ſhe made, 
that ſhe might attend on Amru- 
rat 1n that Expedition ; He re- 
preſented to her the Seaſon of 
the Year; the Inconſtancy of the 
Elements that the would expoſe 
her ſelf to, the Uncertainty of 
the

the Succeſs , the Inconveniencies 
of lying long at Sea, of Land. 
ing amongſt Enemies, of going 
from a pure to an unwholelome 
corrupt Air, where*difeaſed men 
might make it ſtill more dange- 
rous. In fine, he himſelf, and 
thoſe whom he ſet on the Sul. 
tana, to dillwade her from going, 
acted fo well their Parts, that not 
only the Su/tana, but Amurat him: 
ſelf, (who had already given his 
Conſent for the Sultana to ac- 
company him,) did reſolve, that 
ſhe ſhould reſt behind, at leaſt, 
till it were convenient for her 
to come over: Mean time, all 
Diſpatches were made for the ſud 
den putting in execution What 
had been deſign'd and agreed on 
betwixt the Two Emperours ; 
inſomuch , that in a ſhort time 
Amurat Was told, that the Fleet, 
and all the things neceſlary tor 
his Expedition, were in a readr 
nels, 
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neſs, and ready to ſet Sail, on- 
ly they wanted his Perſon, with- 
out which nothing could be done. 
Thus was Amurat lent away from 
his Su/tana, to countenance Cha- 
abas Deligns on Leridan, and to 
give more Libcriy to his amo- 
rous Intrigues. For no ſooner 
was 4Amurat gone, but that Chas 
abas laid cloſe Siege unto the 
Sultana's Vertues, and follow it 
ſo cloſe, that he prevented the 
Deſign which ſhe had taken, and 
which doubtleſs ſhe had execu- 
ted, of confining her lelt into 
lome Society of Religious Wo- 
men, during Amurats Abſence, 
had not Cha-abas Love been very 
dilgent in breaking her meaſures. 
He had not yer made any De- 
clration of Love to her, and all 
thoſe Services and Demonſtrati- 
ons of Reſpe&t which he ſhew'd 
her, paſs'd but for the effects of 
bis Courtefie and Civility, to a 
Princeſs

Princels in aftli tion: He had had 
ſome thoughts of declaring his 
Pallion , but he thought it was 
not to be done in a mean and 
ordinary method, but in ſuch x 
manner as ſhould correſpond 
with his Glory, the Greatneſs of

his Paſſion. He daily did afford 
her new Drvertiſements, and find- 
ing that there ſtiJl reign'd over 
the Su/tana's Brow, a certain me- 
Jancholick Air, which though it 
added no ſmall Lultre unto the 
Sultani's Majeltick Gravity, yet 
did not ſo well anſwer his 4 
morous Deſigns towards her; he 
refolv'd upon communicating ot 
his Deſigns unto Clorineta, Wite 
to Clorinet, who had accompant 
ed the Sx/tana from Turky into 


Perſia, and all along teen Privy: 


to all the Sa/taxa's Contrivances, 
Plots and Intrigues, and in whom 
the Sultana put all her Confidence 
and Truſt. We 
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We have had no occaſion in the 
Firſt Part ot the Court Secret to 
mention this Perſon, but having 
divers opportunities to bring her 
upon the Stage in this Second 
Part, it 1s fitting that I ſhould give 
you a ſhort Dcſcription of her : 
She was very handſome yet , 
though lome tew years had of 
late lcfr ſome Traces behind 
them, which ſpoke the Relicks

New's by this t.me are come tO 
I'pahan of the Per/tans Fleet ſafe 
arrival at Leriden , where they 
had diſcharg'd their Men and Am- 
munit:ion, Dad where Amurat at 
bis firſt Landing, had obtaind a 
conſiderable Advantage over his 
Enemies, 
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Enemies, and had great hopes to

Swibrunckians and Brugul- 
eans, and 8000 Seheſeans : The 
Baſſ: of Grabdenbran commanded 
of Grubdenbranians 26000. and of 
Stennumians 6000 :; The Al 
FKalkwad led 50000. Flilidonians, 
and there was 7000. Pe/tmnians, bes 
ſides the formidable Navies which 
threatned him by S2a. All tele, 
I fay, could not abate any thing 
of his Ambi19n, eſpecially now 
that it was boy'd up, and carried 
on the Wings of Love.

The Maskers being all enter d, 
and after ſcme Dznces having ta= 
ken their Seats at the upper erd 
of the Hall, there were heard in 
the Air moſt admirable Conforts 
of Muſick, of Voices, of Flutes, 
and of other laliruments, anſwer- 
Ing one another , and ſometimes 
all together , ſinging all in the 

praiſe 
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praiſe of Love. During theſe 
Harmonies , which charm'd not 
leſs the Ears tian the Maskers did. 
the Eyes. There appeard towards 
the middle of the Hall, like 5 
Flock of flying Hearts, of all forts 
and Sizes, flutrering in the Air, 
to which preſently came flying a 
little Cupid with his Bow and 
Arrows, ſhooting at the whole 
Flock ſtill as he flew, with little 
Silver Shafts, At laft he ſhot the 
biggeſt of all the Hearts that were 
in the whole Flock, which tumb- 
ling down on the Floor, tranſpier- 
ced with the Shaft , and bleeding, 
the little Cpid made after it with 
all the Wing he had, and lighting 
on the Ground , fſeiz'd on the 
Heart, with which he began to 
play Childiſh Tricks. Ar laſt he 
looks round on all the Ladies, 
as it deſigning to beſtow it on 
one of them; He walks round, 
and not knowing to whom to deli 
ver 
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ver it, he falls a crying, lays him- 
ſelf down by the Hearr, puthes it 
from him, kicks it, ſtill lying ; 
and plays a Thouſand little Apith 
Tricks with it, pouting, and ſeem- 
ng very ſullen. As he was toy- 
ing thus, comes, as from out of 
the Hangings, which repreſented 
whole Figures to the Lite, a Ye- 
xs; and the Three Graces. They 
come up to Cupid, who perceiving 
them, takes the Heart, and huggs 
t in his Arms, as afraid they 
ſhould rake it from him : Yemus 
begs it of him, he kicks at her ; 
ſhe offers to take it, he defends it ; 
the Graces aſiiſt Yexus in rhe pet- 
ting of it trom him ; he ſcrambles 
with them , kicks one , pinches 
another, fcratches a Third, ſpits 
at the Fourth; and finding that 
they were coo many for him, he 
on the ſudden' having ſecur'd the 
Heart betwixt his Thighs, catches 
up his Bow, and pulls out an Ar- 

row 
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row to ſhoot; at which they all 
run away and left him ; he laught. 
at them, laid himſclt down again, 
and began to fool as before; Pre« 

ſently atter comes out as from anc- 

ther part of the Hanging, Old Time 
with his Wings and his Scytte, 
leading in one Hand Fortune with 
a Vail over her Eyes, a Sail in ber 
Hand, a Wheel on her Head, and 
in the Name ot it a Golden Þall, 
and in the other Hand Fame, with 
her Two Trumpets, her Gown all 
over beſtrewd with Ears and 
Eyes. They come wp to Cupid , 
he ſeems pleasd with them, but 
ſtil} ſecures the Heart ;| He plays 
with the Feathers of 7:mes Wings, 
gives Fortwne a blow, then hides 
himſelf behind 7zme and Fame; 
while ſhe gropes after him , he 
gets one of Fame's Trumpets, and 
blows 1n_ it : They ket him, play 
ſo with them, till he gets intoa | 
good Humour, which 7ime per- f| | 
celving, 
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ceivicg , he leads him by the 
Hand towards the Ladies: Cupid 
ſeems baſhful at firſt ; at laſt takes 
a round, and after divers offers to 
ſeveral Ladies, he lays it in the 
Su{tana's lap, and preſently flies a- 
way, Time, Fortune and Fame bes» 
ing gone before. 

This Heart was no ſooner laid 
in the Sultaxa's lap, but that ſhe 
was ſurpriz'd to ſee it open, fall in 
pieces, and diſcover it ſe}f to be 
within ſide a whole Cluſter of 
Diamonds and Pearls, in the 
midſt of which was a Paper neat- 
ly folded, which ſhe had a great 
mind to open, and to fee what it 
contain'd > but ſhe was unwilling 
to gratifie her Deſires at that rime, 
becauſe that all the reſt of the 
Maskers had their Eyes fixed up- 
on her: However, her Curioſity 
was ſo great, that ſhe could not 
forbear turning up one Corner of 
it, in which having read the Word 
L ove, 
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Love, ſhe ſecretly convey'd it in. 
to her Pocket, rogether with the 
Heart, and took no turther notice. 
By this time a large Table fill'd 
with all manner of Delicacics, 
ſprung up as out of the Floor, with 
Seats round it; and out of the 
Hangings round, came out divers 
Servants with Bottles of all forts 
of Liquors, and Glaſſes, which 
were ſupply'd by others, which 
appear'd but halt in and half out 
of the ſaid Hangings, ſtill ſhifting 
of Glaſles after they had once 
been us'd. The Maskers did all 
rife, went and ſeated themſelves 
round the Table, and took of what 
they hk'd beſt, with which ſome 
ftor'd their Pockets, others their 
Handkerchiefs, which they carri- 
ed after on the Stools on which 
they were ſeated before ; after 
which the Tablz and Chairs dif- 
appeared again. The Conforts 


ceasd, and the Four and Twenty 
Violins 
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Violins ſtruck up ſome Tunes, to 
invite the Maskers to dance ; aft- 
rer they had danced fo long as it 
was thought convenient , there 
appear'd other Maskers, no body 
knowing how they came 1n, who 
danc'd divers Sarabrands, and other 
Antick Dances, very pleaſant and 
diverting. Which ended, and the 
Dancers retired, then did all the 
Maskers promifcuouſly mix toge- 
ther, and every one apply'd him- 
ſelf as his Fancy led him. 

It was then that Cha-abas took 
the opportunity of addreſſing him- 
ſelf tro the Sultana ; and under his 
Diſguiſes did take a greater liberty 
than he durſt kave done at another 
time, of mentioning his Love ro 
her ; each moment ſeeming very 
tedious unto Chilaſe, who was 
watching at a diſtance for rhe 
time that Cha-abas would give the 
Sultana ſome reſpite, that ke might 
tell her what he had to ſay. C/o- 
rivet a 
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rixeta was not "leſs impatient on 
the other hand, and. thought it 
long before the Sultana diſmils'd 
the Emperour, as ſhe had promi. 
ſed her to do, that ſhe might haye 
the opportunity of entertaining 
him in her turn. Mean time Rep. 
ſet was plying his time tooth and 
nail in his Courtſhip to Clorine. 
ta's Woman, thinking her to be 
the Miſtreſs, with no other De. 
ſign than to hinder a Commerce 
betwixt Cha-abas and Clorineta, 
While all the Maskers were thus 
buſie in entertaining one another, 
and ſometimes ſhifting from one 
another, either tor the ſake of meer 
change, or to meet with ſome 
particular Perſon that they had a 
mind to entertain , to find out 
ſome other that anſwer'd more 
home to their Propoſitions, or to 
take breath when they had ſpoken 
all they had to ſay. The jealous 
Monitenna was obſerving all the 
paſſages 
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paſſages betwixt thoſe Perſons with 
which ſhe was concern'd, the ſaw 
how that ſo ſoon as the Sultana 
had ſhitted from Cha- bas, Clori- 
eta had ſupply'd her room, in 
paſſing opportunely by juſt in the 
nick, which had made the Empe- 
rour to detain her, and try her 
Wit. Tr troubled her not a little 
to ſee thar her long detaining of 
Cha-abas p had made him once or 
twice offer at a Change, which in 
Civility 1s always left to: the Wo: 
mans choice, and how ſtill ſhe 
nad ingag'd him a-new, and held 
him faſt by the hand, that he 
might not go from her , till The 
nad emptied her mind ; ſhe per- 
ceivd how that the Mufti Chilaſe 
had done the ſame with the Sul- 
tara, and how hot he was upon 
is Deſign. Ar laſt ſhe had the

abas give her, and how that he 
then took the opportunity of kif 


ſing her neck. Thoſe were { 
many points of Daggers 1a poor 
Monitenna's Heart, which haſten'd 
her the more to put in execution 
that Revenge which ſhe had de 
lend. 

Cha-abas being thus diſingag'd 
of Monitenna's long Converſation, 
ſought after none but the Sultan, 
to whom he thought he had gi 
ven ſufficient titic to recollee, 
and fit her (elf for a ſecond Charge;

latelligence which had been given 
him to be real, and ſo tollow'd 
Monitenna , who brought him to 
Clorinetz, Where hc tcl! 4 tuming 
and fretting againſt her, for ha- 
ving put the Change vpon him, 
which ſhe excus'd as well as ſhe 
coulJ, teli;ng him moreover, that 
that was NT a time to clear doubts 
in, and t-3t ſhe would give him 
full fatis;aQtion after the Ball; 
mean 
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mean time ſhe was in a peck of 


troubles to get to the Allignation 
which Cha-abas had given her 
preſently atter the Ball,the thought 
that he would nor let his Eye go 
off of her, and that if ſhe ſhould 
ofter ro ſpeak ro Cha-abas to put 
off the Allignation to another 
time, for ſome 1mportant Reaſons, 
that would but exaſperate Repſer 
the more , ſo that ſhe did not 
know what to do, but was wiſh- 
ing for ſome ſudden diſorder, or 
accident which might give her the 
opportunity of ſtealing away; 
when that Monitenna having de- 
liverd a Note to the Emperour, 
which intimated, that his two 
late Miltreſſ-s were both enter: 
taind at that very moment by 
two Muftzs, Whole Names {he 
conceald, and at the ſame time 
having given the two Muftro 
Notes, whici gave them notice, 
that they were dilcover'd , "6

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that a Friend of theirs had provi- 
ded them a Coach, to make their 
eſcape, to which they ſhould be 
puided.

time to loſe, they deſired to be Fn 
conducted to the Coach, which was If 
accordingly done. They both got Js

ſxer, towards their Lodgings, and 
told him where they were, taey 
being nat far from one another. 
When they were got out of the 
crowd and confuſion of Coaches 
and Lights that were waiting a-

[ am ſatisfy d, reply'd the Sultana, 
and believe it to be ſo; and fince 
it 1s nove of my own. Servants that 
has been prevail'd with, Ile trouble 
my ſelf no further about it ; all 
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my Care ſhall be wholly to avoid all 
opportunities of giving Cha-abas any 
conveniency of diſtm bing the quiet 
of my Mind, either in his own Per- 
ſon, or by the Mediation of any of 
his Mercaries; For tho I cannot be 
o rude as not to recerve with a great 
deal of Reſpeft, hs Addreſſes, yes 
I ſhall not afford them ſuch Re- 
turns as he may expett ; for beſides, 
that 1 never bad any inclinations 
towards the carrying on of Amorous 
Imrigues ; the preſent condition of 
our Aﬀairs will not permit me to 
jre/d all the complatſance that 1 
might otherwiſe have afforded in 
meer Diverſion ; and fince 1 find 
thar Cha-abas /ooks two ways at 
once, and that at the /:me time he 
makes his Addreſſes to you, Clori- 
neta, / aſſure you, that you ſhall 


find me the moſt obliging Rival that 
ever was, and that / will forward 
Jour good Fortune as much as 1 can 


poſſible; only 1 will take the opportu- 
nity 
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nity of his Adar fe 0 & both, to 
make ſome Dive! and to create 
ſome little Mirth. one ft our [eives, 
By this time the Su/fana being 
quite undreſsd, ſhe went to her 
Bed, and preſently after Cloriners 
and Moniteyna did the like, 
Clorineta was no ſooner retir'd, 
but that ſhe gave a full Scope to 
all her Thoughts ; She reflected 
on all that Cha-atas had told her, 
on the Aſſignation he had given 
her, and on that which he had 
made her promiſe to give him; 
all which clearly ſhew'd, that he 
perfectly knew her , and on 
that great ConJeſcention which 
the Sultana had promis'd to her 
Amours; from all which the pro- 
mis'd to her ſelf a World of Satif- 
faQion and Content, whic' mad: 
her with a Thouſand times, tnat 
ſhe had not been erter'd fo far 1ato 
a Commerce of Gallantry with the 


Mufti Repſet, as there was m_ 
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bout it, and to fiſt the buſineſs 
to the bottom, and find out the 
Myſtery through C/orineta's Maids 
aſliſtance, As for his clearing him.

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ſures accordingly ; as to the reſt, 
he was ſo pleas'd with the cyur. 
teous Anſwers which he had re. 
ceivd from the Su/tana to all his 
Courtſhip, that he was impatient 
to procced , and to give her that 
further account of his Perſon, 
which he had promisd her to do, 
according to her own deſires. As 
to Repſet's knowledge of his h1- 
ving been at the Mask, he was 
much of the ſame opinion with 
his Fellow Mufti,with a refolution 
of informing himſclt better the 
next day,and of clearing all doudts 
and' ſuſpicions, he endeavourd 
to ſleep ; but his Fancy was too 
much elevated with the thoughts 
of his ſucceſs in his Addreſlcs to 
the Salrana, to let him take any 
reſt. 

Wile we leave all our Lovers

the Perftan Council began to give 
him DireQions 11 whatſoever he 
was to do, inſomuch that he found 
ne had not ſo much Power letr 
him, as the meaneſt Officer in the 
army, tho' nothing was yet act- 
ed but under his Name and by his 
ſuppoſed Orders. The firſt thing, 
'aS to turn out of the Council all 
noſe of the Mahometan Religion, 
which 
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which had till then fat in that 


Council, and had ſtuck ſtedfaſft 
unto Amurat's Intereſt ; the Per. 
frans declaring, That they could 
not joyn in Council with any but 


the ZF/aliſts, This was tollow'd 
preſently with turning out of their 
Governments and Places of Truft 


all the 4/banians and Leridonian, 
of what perſwaſion ſoever, and to 
fill up their places with ſuch Per: 
fran Officers, as Cha-abas had ſent 
over ta that purpoſe ; and tho' 
Amurat did intercede in the 
behalt of ſome , who had rendred 
ſignal*pieces of Service , as their 
Fathers had done before, both to 
his Father, Brother, and to Him- 
ſelf, all was over-rul'd by Ch 
abaz-abfolure Command , and the 
necellity of Affairs requiring it to 
be ſo + All this. one would have 
thought had been ſufficient to have 
open'd Amwrat's Eyes ; but It 
lufter'd befides all that a world df 
10digl 
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indignities, and was fo infatua- 
ted with the Per/tans flattering 
Tongues , that he was not back- 
ward (as he had Orders to do) 
to repreſent on all occaſions in 
publick the great Love and Care 
that Cha-abas had for him, and 
what he had done, and what he 
would daily do to reſtore him tro 
his Throne , and to eſtabliſh the 
Hali/fs Religion throughout all 
his Dominions ; at which, while 
the Perftans laught in thezplleeves, 
Amurat's poor dejected Subjects 
could not but wonder, and with 
their ſighs, tears, and * groans, 
pity their Emperour's blindnels, 
and bemoan their own miſerable 
and deſperate condition, | mean 
among(t them that had not hearts 
or opportunities to take up Arms, 
In their own defence, againlt fo vi- 
lible an Uſurpation of the.Perfran 
Prince, who was bringing them 
ato the ſame ſlavery , as his own 
þ Subjedas 
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Subjets were. But others thar 
had Courage enough to expeCt a 
good ſucceſs from their Arms, and 
the Juſtice of their Cauſe, being 
clearly convincd, that the War 
they were going to make through 
their oppoſition of the Per/rans, 
was direaly againſt the deſigns of 
Cha-abas, 1n which their late Em- 
perour had no . Concern at all, 
They took up Arms, gather'd to- 
gether, made themſelves Maſters 
of ſome ſtrong Holds, which they 
fortified, got 1n Proviſions againſt 
a Siege, and declar'd one and all, 
that they would ſtand by one a 
nother, to the laſt drop of their 
blood. 

The little or no reſiſtance which 
Amurat had found at his Landing, 
and fome time aſter, did fo raik 
the Hearts of-all the /7ali/ts in all 
his Dontinions, that the Fortreſs of 
Blunid in the Kingdom ot C lonſtadt, 


whoſe Governour had required 
. ine 
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time to deliver at up, did ut- 
rerly retuſe to perform his promite ; 
on the contrary, being 1n hopes 
of ſome Relief , he tortity'd him- 
ſelf in it , and bid defiance unto 
the Senate of that Kingdom,  de- 
claring, Thar he would never part 
with it, but to Amurat, who had 
plac'd him 1n there, and tor whom 
he would preſerve it.to the. laſt 
extremity ; and divers #7a/i/ts did 
arm themſelves ſecretly, and did 


aſſociate together in ſmall Troops, , 
in hopes ot being reinforc'd by 


Amurat trom Leridan , {o ſoon as 
he ſhould have reduc'd that King- 
dom, which 'they, expected he 
would do in a very ſhort time. 
News were alſo ſent over into 
Albania, that Amurat, with ſome 
of his Friends 4///f, and» a nu- 
merous Army of Per/ians was 
landed in Leridan, had ſubdued 
lis Enemies, recover'd that King 
dom, banil{h'd from thence all 24.1 

ot 2 hometans, 
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hometans, and was going With all 
expedition to do the like in the 
Kingdom of Clonuſtad, from whence 
he would march to them with 
Triumphant Army, and reſtore 
all his Friends the Hal:/ts to their 
Eſtates and Employs , deſtroy 
wholly the Mahometay Religion, 
baniſh all its Abettors, and eſta- 
bliſh there the Religion of Hal: 
they weat ſo far as to prefix 2 
time for Amurat's Return, and 
in all their Diſcourſes , their Ati- 
ons, and in their very Looks, 
they expreſs'd as much confidence 
and aſſurance as could be imaging, 
that all this would infallibly. come 
to pals. 

Mean time the Grand Senate of 
the Empire was continually 11 
Conſulration how to ſecure thx 
Mahometan Religion, the Laws 0l 
the Land, the Liberty of the Sub- 
je&, and the whole Empire from 
che Perfians Uſurpation , and all 


the} 
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the Conſpiracies of the Haliſts ; 
they order'd,amongſt other things, 
that all Halifts ſhould depart ar 
ten miles diſtance from the Metrc- 
polis of the Empire, but they 
were ſo putt 'd up with the expe- 
ations of their ſudden dehive- 
rance, that they minded 1t not, 
and but very few, and them ot 
the moſt timid amongſt them, 
did obſerve thoſe Orders, On the 
other hand, the Confederate Prin- 
cs, againſt Cha-abas unſulicrable & 
Pride and Ambition, did daily gain 
Victories againſt his Forces, who 
were forc'd to retreat, and aban- 
don all that they had raken a- 
painſt their former Treaties and 
Engagements, but it was not with- 
out uſing all the Violences and 
Cruelties imaginable, there was 
nothing to be ſecn but Fires, 
Ruines, Deſolations, Rapes. Thetts, 
and Murders in all places that 
they quitted, not ſo much as ſpa- 
F 3 ring 
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ring of Moſquees, nor the Palace: 


of Princes, and-- other publick 
Buildings, which amongſt all Ne 
rions were ever preſerv'd between 
the. moſt implacable and invete. 
rate Enemies. 

Moreover , Cha-abas call'd the 
Heathens to come and make dj 
verſions with their Arms 1n the 
Territories of the Confederate 
Princes, aſſuring them , that they 
might do what they pleasd againſt 
them , whilſt he would buy off 
their other Enemies, and with his 
wholePower keep them 1n play to- 
wards his Frontiers. Thus did that 
great Pretender of the Extirpation 
of Hereſies, and of the ſetting up 
of Hal:'s Religion, cauſe the {worn 
Enemies of the true Mahometan 
Religion, to deſtroy with Fire and 
Sword thoſe who proteſt his ow 
Religion, which plainly ſhew, 
that Religion was only a We 


tence he made uſe o', to uſurp the 
Rights 
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Rights of others, and to render 
himſelf abſolute Monarch over all 
that part of the World ; a thing 
which he had long fince deſign, 
and divers times attempted,and for 
which now all thoſe Confederate 
Princes of. his own Religion, and 
others of the Mahometan Religion 
had unanimouſly agreed to call 
him to an account, not doubting 
but that the Great 4/1, who knew 
all his Treacheries , and perfidious 


Dealings, and Uſurpations would | 


bleſs their Arms and Undertakings, 
in fo juſt a Cauſe, againſt that 
common Enemy. 

Things were in this poſture, 
when that Cha-abas having per- 
mitted Love for a time to triumph 
over his inſatiated Ambition, was 
laying cloſe Siege unto the Sultana $ 
Chaſtity. He dreſs'd himſelf with 
all the advantages that he could 
poſſible, to pleaſe her Eye ; he 
tram'd the moſt pathetick Speeches

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that he could invent, to charm 
her Ears ; he made her the richeſt 
Preſents that he could poſſible do 
to pleaſe her Pride and Ambitian, 
and he cxpreſs'd as great Pallions 
and traniports of Love, to gain 
ſome returns of the ſame Nature 
from her. He ſent one of thok 
Mercurics, which I have men- 
tiond, to know cf the Sultana, 
when he ſhould have the Honour 
to Wait on her, and receive her 
Commands, and at the ſame time 
privately to convey into Clori 
metas Hands a little Note, in 
which he expreſs'd the continus- 
tion, or rather increaſe of his Pab- 
ſion, and put her in mind of the 
Aﬀignation which ſhe had pro- 
mis'd to make him This Meſlen: 
ger was receiv d by the Sultan: 
with that courteous and affabic 
diſpoſition with which ſhe charm 
all Perſons that approach'd her 
Preſence, and bid him tell the Em: 
perour, 
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perour, that no Laws were to be 
preſcrib'd him in his own Empire, 
where it was but too much ho- 
nour for * every one to obey 
eſpecially, by a poor dejccted 
Princeſs, who had retug'd her felf 
under the Wings of bis generous 
ProteQion, but that ſhe ſhould be 
bettef diſpoſed and mere fitted to 
receive ſo great an honour, with 
that reſpe& which ſhe ovght to 
ſhew to ſo great and glorions aMo- 
narch,about the Evening,it he plea- 
ſed to do her fo great an honour, 
and ſo diſmiſs'd the Meſſenger with 
Civility ; who having finiſhd his 
buſineſs in publick with the S/- 
tana, made a Complement to C /- 
rineta, Who had been preſent at 
the delivery of his Meſſage to 
the Sultana, and who.had remain'd 
behind, when the Sutana had re- 
tired, to'know whether Cha-at>5 
had retain'd gny thoughts of her, 
The Mercury ſoon found an op-

the amoroys, Note into Clorineta's 
hand, who greedily receiving ir,

there 1s ſomething that infinitely 
dilturbs my mind. What can dt- 
ſturb the mind of a Perſon who 
ſees her felt belov'd paſlionately, 
belov'd by the greateſt Monarch 
in the World, reply'd Monztena ; 
thole who he abandons, who he 
Sacrifices to you, may have cauſe 
to complain, but tor you, upon 
whom his love flows beyond

Emperour. IT am to declare to you 
the Emperour's laſt Will and Reſq- 
lution in this preſent Bufineſ; 
Know then, That through the Inter 
ceſſion of ſome Ladies, which ar 
to be nameleſs, ſomething more than 
your Lives is granted to their hu 
ble Requeſts , on Conditions, that 
from henceforth neither of you eve 
attempt more to go to Balls andy 
Maſqueradings ; That neither of yo 
preſume to court or ſolicite any La 
dies of what degree ſoever , nor befſ:

Cha-abas was infinitely pleas'd 
with Monitenna, for having piven 
him ſo Comical a diverſion and 
revenge, 1n which there had been 
ſo much terrour , and fo little 
hurt, and the Reputation of both 
the Mufties ſecurd by the con- 
cealment of their Names and Per- 
ſons under Diſguiles. Monitenna, 
mean time, did triumph within 
her ſelf, for: having at once fo 
bravely reveng'd her ſelf of all | 
her Enemies, and ingratiated her 
{-1f fo far tanto Cha-abas Favour 
again, as not to be removd from | 
thence in haſte by any new Pre- 
tender, 

Things were im that amorous 
and diverting, poſture in the Per- 
ſian Court, when News came 
from divers parts of Cha-abas il! 
Succeſs againft thoſe Contederate 
Princes that were reſolv'd to re- 
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x | take all opportunities of coating 
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cover their Rights, which Cha. 
abas had baſely taken, and with 
the ſame injuſtice with-held from 
them. But if he was beaten, and: 
forc'd to ſurrender thoſe places 
that he had formerly ſurprisd, he 
would be ſure to level them firſt, 
to blow up all publick Edifices, 
to ſet fire on every place, not 
ſparing the very Churches, and 
even to dig up the very Founda- 
tons of the City-walls. This was. © 
done always in cold blood , after 
they had fatiated themſelves with 
Raviſhments and horrid Murders. 
All this under pretence to leave 
the Country ſo deſolate, as that 
their Enemies ſhould not be able 
to ſubſiſt in it ; though it was 
well known, that it was but with 
a deſign to animate and encou- 
rage his men, who being con- 
vinc'd of the unjuſtice of their Ma- 
ſter's Cauſe , would frequently 
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ſo cruel and bloody a Maſter, to 
adhere to ſuch perions as with Ju- 
itice proſecuted @ generous War 
againſt that general Enemy of 
Mankind, Of truth his Cruelties 
were ſuch, that thoſe few of his 
Allies, who had at firſt ſtuck to 
him, abandond him, having not 
che Heart to aſſiſt a Perſon that 
had ſo wholly given himſelt up to 
the ruine and deſtruction of Man- 
kind, 

Neither was he more ſucceſsful 
in Leridan, His Army there, 
which though joyned with that 
ot 'the Natives of that Kingdom, 
which though very cruel againſt 
the Mahometans, was 1ſo out-done 
in thoſe barbarous Acts by the 
Perfians , that they began to fear| 
the falling under their Tyranny, 
They did not ſtick to declare this, 
and to confeſs that they had ra- 
ther continue to live under the 
Mahometan Yoke, than to be made 
Slaves 
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Slaves to the Perſians ; and when 
they were told by the Perftar 
Officers, that thoſe Mahometans, 
with whom they preter'd to live 


| rather than under them, were 


Hereticks, they boldly anſwer'd, 
that ſo was their Emperour and 
themſelves allo, for having made 
War againlt the Grand Mufri, and 
declaring him nor infallible, which 
Tenet, ſaid they , none but He- 


| reticks would hold : Beſides, they 


highly murmur'd at the ill Suc- 
cels which they had in all their 
Undertakings, at the loſs of fo 


| many brave men before ſo mean 


a place as was Lynderodon ; now 
that they could not effe&t any 
thing with their Golden Batteries, 
as they had formerly done in other 
places, Theſe Complaints of the 
Leridians to the Perfians, produ-» 
ced nothing but Grudges and 
Heart-burnings betwixt them, 


-Which amongſt the Officers on both 


{ſides 
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fides, after having reproach'd one 
another ot want of Courage, came 
to quarrels, which ended in blows 
and Duels, in which commonly 
the Perſians eame by the worſe, 
While that the common Souldiers 
did daily deſert, retiring in their 
Faſtnefſes and Retreats, where 
they bid defiance to the Perſians, 
The Mahometans mean time, 
kept themſelves in ſtrong Holds, 
and with unſpeakable Valour did 
oppoſe their Enemies, daily ex- 
pecting a very conſideratle Re- 
lief from A4/b:0na. and Clonſtad, 
Eſpecially thoſe of Lynderodon, be- 
haved themſelves with ſuch «x» 
traordinary Valour, that they, in 
divers Sallies, did kill and take fo 
many, both Officers and Souldiers

of their Enemies, that they were | 


forc'd to raiſe the Siege, and to 
retire at ſuch a conſiderable di- 
ſtance from that place with their 
Army , that theſe brave Mahowe- 


tans

tans remain'd Maſters of the Field 
ten miles round them. 

The Winds proving contrary, 
during a long time, for the tranſ- 
portation of thoſe Men and Ams- 
munition which were ready to 
go, as it 15 uſual] at that ſeaſon of 
the year. The Flcet appointed 
to carry them, put divers times 
to Sea, but as oiten were driven 
back again by Weſterly, Nother- 
ly, and Northweſt Winds. 

In the Kingdom of Clon/taa, the 
principal Fortreſs was ſurrendred 
at diſcretion, and all thoſe that 
had taken up Arms for Amurat, 
were beaten and diſpers'd , divers 
Packets of Letters, Inſtructions 
and Commillions ſent by Amurat 
from Leridan, to thoſe of his 
Party in C/on/tad, were diſcover'd, 
the Perſons ſeizd and impriſon'd, 
their Papers brought to the Grand 
Council of that Nation, read and 
examined , whereby all the Za- 


lifts 
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liſts Deſigns and private Plots at 
that time in agitation in that King- 
dom , were laid open and detect- 
ed ; upon which divers, of all the 
three States of that Kingdom, were 
apprehended, and made cloſe Pri- 
ſoners, and all the Hopes of 4m: 
rat and of his Party thereby quite 
daſht td pieces, beyond all hopes 
of recovery. 

Now were the Ottoman and 
Haldonian Fleets joynd at Sea, 
which made Cha-abas Fleet to di- 
vide it ſelf; part of it was ſent by 
him to annoy and- deſtroy ſome 
of the Ottomans and Haldonians 
Plantations in the adzzs, and the 
reſt was kept- in their Harbours, 
not daring to ſtir forth, but watch- 
ing for ſome opportunity of con- 
veying ſome Recruits* of Men, 
Arms, and Ammunitions into 
Leridan , which was almoſt im- 
pollible for them to do the direQ 
' way, becauſe the Orroman Fleet 


lay 
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” lay in the Chanel. He likewiſe 


ſeat ſome Ships with Relict for 
Leridan , whole Officers were to 
ſteer their Courſe quite another 
way, to ſuch an appointed di- 
ſtance, where thzy were to open 
their Commiſſions, and then they 
were order'd to ſteer round, and 
to land in Leriday, where they 
could moſt conveniently, not to 
be moleſted by the Orroman Fleet. 

But if that Cha-abas had ſuch 


Deſigns on Leridan , which King» 


dom of truth he had bought very 
dear, and for which he had alrea- 
dy, ſome years ſince, made divers 
conſiderable Payments, and which 
was yet to coſt him much more 
Money and mens Lives, before 


| he conld be abſolute Maſter of it, 


it ever he did get it. Solyman and 
his Grand Council of the Divan 
were not wanting on their parts 


to ſupply the two Kingdoms of 


Clonſtad and Leridan with all Ne- 
| ceſlaries, 
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ceſfaries, to ſuppreſs all the F7 
liſts Plots and Machunations , to 
diſarm them, ſeize them from 
amongſt them that were the moſt 
forward in broaching of falſe Re- 
ports, in diſperſing of libellous 
and treaſonable Papers, and in 
ſawing of Sedition and Rebellion 
amongſt the Mobile. Divers of 
them were ſcizd, ſitting in their 
dark Councils, ſome in diſperſing 
of falſe and forpg'd Proclamations 
and Declarations, under Amwrat's 
Name, and others in buying of 
Arms, and making great Provk 
ſions, in order to a Rebellion, 
Theſe Arms were diſcover, ſeizd 
on, and fſecurd, and the Gaols 
were filld with thoſe ſeditious 


Haliſts, Thus by the Emperour's | 


Vigilance, and the Grand Council | 


of the O:toman Empires wiſe Coun. 
ſels, all their miſchiefs were pre- 
vented, and all things tended to 
a perfe&t Peace and Settlement - 
the

the whole Empire ; inſomuch that 
thoſe who ſat at the Helm, 
thought fit to give Cha-abas ſome 
diverſion, and to attack him by 
Sea, While the reſt of his Ene- 
mies were proſecuting of the War 
againk him by Land. 

To that purpoſe there were De- 
ſigns laid of going with the great- 
eſt part of the united Fleets before 
that Haven where Cha-abas Fleet 
lay 'at Anchor, and there, as oc- 


caſion ſhould ſerve, and as they 


ſhould think moſt convenient, et- 
ther ſend a conſiderable number 
of Fire-ſhips in amongſt them all 
at ofice, and ſo burn and deſtroy 
them in their Harbour, or elſe 
block them up in it, ſo as that 
they might not be able to get out, 
by ſinking divers old Carcaſſes of 
Ships laden with ſtones at the 
mouth of the Harbour. 

It was alſo deliberated, That 


during that Diverſion a confide- 
rable 


/ 
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rable Army ſhould be landed 
thereabouts, to ſeiz2 on the Forts, 
Caſtles, and other ſtrong Holds 
that were the Guards of that Ha- 
ven. Theſe things and divers 
others of the ſame Nature, were 
debated, and ſome concluded up- 
on, Which ſhew'd that all things 
were in good poſture in the 0770- 
man Empire, ſince that they be- 
gan from being wholly on the 
defenſive to undertake their part 
of an offenſive War with the reſt 
of their Allies againſt Cha-abas, 
that univerſal Enemy of Mankind, 
and of the true, ancient, and Ma- 
hometan Religion. 


Thus far did my Memoirs 
reach, from whence I have taken 
that matter, of which I have com- 
pos'd the firſt and ſecond Part of 
the Court Secret, May the down- 
fall, ruine, and total deſtruction 
of the Ante-Titus Yeſpaſianus of 
our 
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our days, afford me matter ſuff- 
cient to make a third Part of the 
Court Secret, or to make a com- 
pleat Piece of it felt under the Ti- 
tle of, The prodigious Birth and 
Life, Tyrannical Government , and 
miſerable Fall of the Chriſtian Turk, 
Lewis the Fourteenth.
